Greeee, — Viewns, July 18.—The last poat from Consiantiac- 
ple brings details of the death of the Captaia Pasha aud the des- 
treetien of bis Gect. [1 was te vain that the Greeks offered 
him batsle several times; it was io vein that they sought to at- 
tack his position, or to burn bie Meet; so whee they found it im- 
possible te fight bim openly, they reseived to cvmbine stratagem 
with courage. The Naval Comaanders of the Greeks held a 
coaacil at Ipsara, at which they arranged the following plan : — 
Taey arked their mea to volenteer, More thao tive hundred 
presented themecives, aad swore apen the eress either to ereoute 
the projected eaterprise, or to die glerieusiy. Bortg-cigtt were 
chesen by let eat of the twe huadred, a8 leaders ; they received 
the blessing ef thelr Pricets previousiy te engaging in their ge- 
Berees design. 


The whole having been arranged, os the Grst dey of the feast 
of Bairam, a Greek fricete und Ove beats approached the Turkish 
line. They made it appear as if they had come fo take a part in 
the feast. Thetwo handred Werows who passed for Preach and 
Baglish were well received be the enemy, and they were allowed 
to enter the harboor of Tasheama, and eachor ip the midst of the 
Terkish feet; bat scareely had they arrived, when they 
the execetion of theis prejest.

The Grecks cortelnly are like thelr neighbours, that is, they are 
wot perfect, Bat their worst enemies have not charged them with more 
than half the vices of the Hessians, for whom we raised €, 100,008, in 
3012, theegh Dr, Clarke had told as om geod authority, Ng they were 
thievish, perfidious, creel, drueken, and barbarous. the 
slavery ia which the Greeks heve been held for se many ceataries, the 
wonder ie not that come of thelr higher qualities have d d, bat 
that se many of their virtues, ce mech of their civilisation end their na- 
tional spirit, have survived. Te entitiothem tothe eommee offices of 
homanity, it is not wecessary they showld be, whet ao nation has ever 
been—paregons of virtae, They bave taken up erms te redeem them- 
seives from slavery, and we know they beve done this at the peril of 
extermiostion, When we see aman ready to perish ty the assassia’s 
huife, do we weit to learn whether he is ae immaculate character, before 
we fly to his assistance? They whe woold aci on sucha principle weald 
Jestly be suspected, net of being scrupalousiy morel, bet of being the 
assassin’s accomplices, Were the Greeks even worse than they are 
ealled, their cause wonid still be a righteous cause ; for the contest be- 
tween them end the Terks le a contest between the oppressed and the 
oppressors, if ever there was one is the world. The Turks are fighting, 
not for any thing esrential to their owe existence or happiness, but fer 
the privilege of plundering and insulting en avhappy people, whose oaly 
erime te the profession of Christianity. 
for rightd or cleims thet can prejudice any ether nation—they are fight. 
ing solely te rescue thelr persons from slavery, their property from 
spoliation, and their wives and deughiers from violeuce, Lp this aceuse 
im which the shadow of e deabt can exist la (he mind of ae Englishmen — 
a Christian a man of common bhomauity, which ef the parties are entitied 
te bie sympathy? Ragland has long been famed for manly virtues and 
generous sentiments, bet pever was bor degradation so distiectly dis- 

ayed as wow, when the official organs of her goverament ere seen 
eagued in hopes, feelings, and principles, with the oppressor against 
the oppressed, with barberism against civilization, with Turks egeiest 
Christiane. This be a steio which twenty Weteriecs, twenty Slave Trade 
bills, and a thousand acts of charity will bet wash at.

other, wiliflod bis perseverance equally aseless, for the fonnteiaof their 
prosperity is destroyed, The Ryots, after having been so long acens- 
tomed to the easy and profligited profits af frand, become thorenghly 
vitiated and perverse; and will not work for the fair dnd ordinary retarns 
oflabour, They will systematically (ake the planter’s advances for the 


parpose of defranding him, aad neverin that generation, tii the long ; 


habitof thelr grigigal poverty and want gas reformed them, become the 
> ane aod orderly and honest cultivators of the soll which they are always 
ound on the first intredeetion of Factories emoug them. 


Bat it may be said that off this ¢alamity and evil fe the planter’s 
own fanit, the result of malsabordiaatiap of his passions. Wat it le no 
such thing. Otis the necessary and Inevitable struggle of & thinking 
Greature against perdition, whew fortune and all bie hopes in life dre'at 
stake, and he mast bagard every thing iu despair or sarrdader at odee 
torain, Tristhe best and most eaergetle character of coatse that will 
be carried farthest in such contests, ia Wopes to retrieve by edertion 
what they cannot otherwise aveid. 


_ And let it not be supposedjthat I have stated an imaginary case. 
Tt ie confirmed by the following instances within my own time, 
richest soil in this conatry, and anbj- et to boanal inundation, which ia- 
sures the permanency of an Indigo caltivation, ‘here was a noble factory 
established abont 1900 by a Mr, Brown for bimeelf and Dr. Stephens, io 
Chandpoor, onthe Comarkal near Furidpoor in Daece Jilaipoer, The 


predactivences of it was aost axtractdinary. This soon attracted com: | 


petiters, and before WOT the Pactories of Coira, Gopaldee, Mobsrukdee, 
Serbandy, Corrinpor and Joyra, were all established within, ead upon 
the ckirts ef its enltivation. They are all now, with Chandpoer jnctad. 
ed, abandoned and in ruins, and three enceessions of planters have been 
ruined by them, whom Leould mame. Serbandy sione drags out « 
feebleeniatence. The Ryets absolately will not ealtivate for the simple 
reiarne of the soil, and the trifling enitivation still attempted in Serbaa- 
dy by a Mr. Duolop, the proprietor, isin a maoner compulsory, the Ry- 
ete never fulfiliag their contracts without quarrels and broils and trl- 
boletion witheat end. 


Awother instance eceard also in my own time which will Mustrate 
Other parts of my statements, in ihe large aud five factory of Haxtapore 
poe the Nohagangare, the best Iniigo diftrict in Bengal, It wes @s- 
tablished in 1805 by Mr, Devrel!, and produced 400 mds, of Tudigo, ® 
wonderfol vetorn, Next year the rich Mahratte @u-general Pyren, a 
Frevchman, built in opposition to it the large Factory of Tochakadda 
within lees than a mile of jt. From that day both became toting ton- 
Cerna, and when on the brink of rain, the death of Gen, Pyron ena bied 
Me. Devrell, to bay out the opposition ata very Heavy racrifice of 
money. Both Factories had a apacions cultivation oa thelr books of 
3 oF 4,000 Reggae, On being Wuited it was found that there was only 
3,500 Ho dor ef actual Indigo lands la all that partef the ¢enatry, to 
whieb both the factories could pessibly reach. Tochakadde is vow shat 
up, and Hasrapore in the sole porseescion of its patutal limite is now 
recovering aftera donbtful straggie, eften en the point of abandon. 
meat, to reclaim the depraved babite of the caltivaters. Right er tea 
Years have now passed since the source of their corraption has been 
Femoved, and they are only now begionigg to resume the former 
badastry and simplicity of their dealings. Bat ic woald Gila ¢elame 
%© enomerate the iartances of this kiad which have eecurred withie my 
Owa observation. The case of Mr, Devrell shews that tofal rule of 
hoth parties dors not always foijew competition, whea one fails before 
the ther, but it alee shews the injury to the trade, te the pesple, and 
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collected from certein lands, bot all tere depended apon 
and fidelity, and there was wo fixed measure for the retarn. The 
counry servants embersied the advances and 
the Royets, aad when advetces wete truly given, Ryots whe thus 
ceive the produce before hand, are (ndolent daless locked after, wud 
bribe servants whee they can, to be allowed te get enetler prodace 
of the ground in rice as well as (he cash alrendy pecketed for Indigo, 
party interested in the Iedigo was not at head; it deetined and 
died awdy to nochtwe, and after five gears perseverance with heavy out 
the works were abandoned and are new in reins. Bech of then 
hoaght for a trifle by the neighbouring planters are delag well, 
same tract of Country i: now very prodoetive in ther ands. Radame 
hen Bannarjée bimeeif told Me often that it wee a trade inrompatiite 
With the genias of the people, del Could never prosper lo their hands, 

Bach also was the fare of the namerons Factories Sindeal, 
a few only of which are still erecthedly carried on by his sone; end even 
the Rajah of Dordwan, a very cart getic and enlightened charecter, found 
himeel( competicd to dispose ef all the large Pactories which be 
on the Hoogley, bat which do well with other peorte, Yn short such 
mest always be the tate of the Tudige Trade, ia the hands of the great 
Zemindars. It ia absolutely lacompatible with the character ef the peo. 
ple to carry on extensive manntectaring operations ander @ wealthy na. 
talve capitalist. They want the sort of persen keowa te Earopeag 
Trade in the faithfel and energetic overseer. There is nesach charac. 
ter among them. Therefore extensive andertakings will always fail, 
bet the petty artisan, whe conducts bie own trade of traffic, with tthe 
or ne capital, is invariably preeperens, Heace another form of very dan. 
gerens competition to the established planter, The more respeetabie 
Ryots, and sometiemes acombivation of the smalicr ones, sering the 
profits of the planter from the crops which they themselves coltivate fer 
him, construct a vat or twe at their own honses, and withdrawing their 
lands from the planter’s Factories, manafacture the crops in their ewan 
vats, and make small adcancts among their frieuds for seme more lands, 
and thus manufactore tea or twelve macads each of bad Todige for them:- 
selves, Av emalation of tlis oature exteads among that class of peo- 
ple, till at last there are fea or twenty smell Factories of this kind 
around the planter’s Poctery which make tea or twrive mannds each, 
draining away all the caltivation of the fret settler, till probably he bas 
wet left enough fer above ten or 19 mann?ds too in bis large fectory which 
be mast consequently soon abandon. This was the fate of the fine Pac- 
tory of Madacelly in Jessore where a Mr, Driver was extremely seccess- 
fal fer a few veers, bot I believe 86 Partories are now reckoned within 
sight of bis wats, belonging to the petty. Teleokdsurs and Tenasiry 
aod Mehojacns sronad ia conreqacace ef which he was obliged to eben- 
don bis establishment, which afterward: sold at Anction in Calentta for 
e mere trifle. Meantime the petty manefectarers bad a bed seascn or 
two, abeat 1200, aad could oot maictain the expence of cultivation, and 
gave up the basiness alse, so that the Trade became in e manner extinct 
there for @ time, till the gentleman inte whese hands the large Partory 
fell at Auction, restored it agsie, and he is sow beginnleg te prosper, 
and will certainly succeed, if these sackers, or email Factories, in his 
caltivation, ere net revived, te which probably the present state of the 
market will prompt 

Thas I have I believe, exhibited al! the different forms ef competitica 
te which ceteblished planters are exposed, and which all preve ruisces 
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to him and tothe Indige Trade itvelf, Let w vow examine the vatore of

wealth, le preparing the materiale for mavafscturing, eich are Immove- 
able snd icredeomabie in any other way, as these works are fit for ne 
other parpose; and asheis net enly competent te employ all the cul. 
tivation secessibie te him, which is the ebject of competition, bat must 
satisfy the holders of it, before he takes it, sad mast also tae it al) or 
fail, it is manifest that the peblie cannot suffer any injury by bis being 
Protected froma competition, in it.© And does be not deserve « protection 
se lsvocest, to solerge a property ee levested ? No other personis de- 
prived efany thing they possessed, except the right ef competing with 
bien, which right caneot be exercised without «2 certaia momentous in- 
jery te the established property, aed which oaght therefore la simple 
@quity to be witheld ? Is it wot proved that competition in the ealti¢vation, 
te proportion te which he bas prepared works, mast la the nature of 


© The case le quite different from that ofa Ship builder's deck. 
He estimates the Trade in a port, sod establishes a dock ently on feding 
@ surplus of basinecs beyond what the previens decks can exeente, ade- 
qratete support his. I: is manifest that without this prospect be could 
werer commence, and if he has miscalculated, it le his error of judgment, 
and be mast coffer by it more than ihe previens establishments in pesses- 
sion of the Trade beferebim. Bat it is quite diferent withthe planter. 
He bas established hie Fartory for all the plant that cam possible be pro- 
duced within the range of biy Partory’s access. We engrossed ii afi, and 
witheat it ell, he woeld sever have bailt: 6 titer within these ji- 
mits, therefore mest deprive him of s portion ofthat for which he beilt 
Vis vats, as there con be no sarpins there, and by dividiag bis material, it 
mast inevitably raie him.

matters at their pleasare, where the exercise of that right wont be 
arious to others er te the commeanity at large, In fact a certain sacri- 
of private individual rights forms thé boris of all governmeet. Ther ia 
country is apersen allowed, even oe his ewe property, to bulld « 
that would ebut ap his neighbours doer, ner to establich any manu 
even in his ewan di , which would be e public auisance to his 
neighbors; ted ia the land of liberty from which we come, Ro man can at 
pleasare convert his house into a place of pablie eater ent, or sell 
wines and liqaore in it, withoat a licence from Government, which wold 
ef conree be withheld, ifinjurions te public mocals or the welfare of others 
er trade. What thea can be soi tous of anjast a¢ an lafringement of Pri. 
vate right in a legislative prebibition to establish cortain Trades or mann- 
factures ia situations were they would eceasion injary er ruin to others 
of the same community, and probably to the Trade itaelf, aud thence te 
the revenne ef the etate? Tt may be said that on similar pricciples, a 
ship might be prohibiied from vorrying its earge to markets pre-eccupled 
by others, Bat ships and merchants are not Axtares and ean seareh their 
market all over the world, and if they choose amiss it \s their own error of 
jedgement. But net so the plaater, His property cannet be extricated 
or moved at pleasare, ifhe has chosen his position injaticiously, be toe 
mast fall by the error of Judgement, But if the operations of interlopere 
ean annibilate his property, hic government caght to protect bia against 
them, as aprivate right established by the sinking of his eapical in the 
soll. This deprives the interieper of nothing previously ia his petsession, 
aod as I said before, merely of a right te de what woald lojare the ether, 


On this tiew of the subject T hope alideubi of the equity and justia 
of such a legislative restriction will be removed, It remains only to cou- 
sider the means. 

Laws or Regulations can scarcely be contemplated to have «@ 
retrospective iaflaence en works already established, however injari- 
ous to each other, where property has been senk; oor eonld go- 
veromeet be expected to afford any indemnification to buy oat such 
evils. Bat as the present etate of the Indigo market may ineil- 
gate many new competitors of all deseriptions, (o@ the pernicions 
courte of proceedings already described, te the certain dilapidation 
and destraction of much valuable property now in the hands of many la- 
dividucls, lacalealable generel good may be effected by jedicions ree. 
trictive regulations fer the fuinre, and alse by some remedial roles foe 
the guidance of eetablished competitors. 11 is no idea) or imaginary ase 
sertion, that mach moral good, as wellas public peace, and general ade 
vantage to the trade, will resalt from it, in cases to which the exlstiog 
reguietions de not apply effectnaliy, or do not recognise et oll.

1 shesld alse suppose it ineredily beneficiel, on the principle of the 
* Keroezes establishencet, in the Revenae department, that all Pacta- 
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vies whatecever, now existing or to be bailt should be registered ia 
the Collector's ‘office, with lists of all the village er Ryets attached 
te each at particnlar dates (beginning on let Jany. 1623.) By this 
all attempts at farther encroachment be for ever checked, 
and if Government did not think it teo m‘ an interference with 
vate business, it might be ordered to appoint aumeerns to distri- 
te the villeges now holding the advances of several factories, amovg 
them separately, co as thateach Factory, taking the balances of the 
others in one village ia exchange for bis balances in snother choald 
' petain as nearly as possible its original quantity of esttivation ia 
separate villages, so as to prevent the effect of sach intermixtare, 
"by the temptation it offers for decepiion and dispute. This would 
be attended with trouble and many objections woald be made and partial 
advantage might cecar to individuals bat I em coavineed it would 
be for the general good ofaliconcerned. tis the plan already adopted 
by all reasonable and fair neighbours in my vicinity, aud gives us incal- 
enlable peace and benefit and great advantages to our Ryots, as each 
planter fads it bis interest aud hasby these means full confidence ia 
cherishing sad assisting bas Ryots when they wane if. 


I have specified the distence fonr coss or eight miles beeause that 
range is necessary in most parts of the country te get the quantity of 
lends appropriated to Indigo which is sufficient for arespectable Factory, 
—that is—three orfour thonsand begas.—Bet as situations may eegur 
much nearer, where from obstactes in the nataral means ef conveyance, 
no loterference wonld take place, as ontwo paraliel rivers without cross 

¢ commanications, it would be well thataless distance be allowed where 
woevil would result. 

These appear tome the only protective or remedial eaactments 
that could be at present of general use to prevent the threatened 
injury from competition. Butseince Government are on the subject of 
legislating for the Indigo Trade in general, it might be well to draw their 
notice to the natare of the penalty bond, or contract entered into be- 
tween the Planter and the Ryot; the right of the planter to the apecific 
land, or ite crop, engaged to bim for the season and measured of by the 
Ryote, and the assistance proper to be given to the Planter, by a legal 
summary process, for enforcing the falfilment of the contract in cases of 
fraud or deception.—These are points upon which great diversity of epl- 
nion existe, and from the chief source of distarbances ja the Country, 
and of the charges of violence agsinet the Planter, and of loes and in- 
jury tohim, A legislative enactment on the subject, founded oa strict 
principles of matnal equity, and on a clear conception of the cirenmstan- 
ces of the parties, would be productive ef infinite good and more valua- 
ble to the country then a host of Police officers. 


The Ryot’s contract with the plantor is an instrument generally exe- 
cuted on stampt paper in the Bengalles language, and duly attested, ac- 
knowledzing the receipt of so much money, for whieh he (the Ryot) en- 
gages to cultivate a certain specific quantity of land, to be messered off 
to the planter and enltivated for him, of which the Ryot will deliver the 
crop to the Planter in its season, taking receipts for the came, gt the rate 
of credit on account of cash received, of ten bundies per Repee (the 
bundie being as much plant as can be loclosed le a chain of 6) feet.) If 
any balance of the advances received remain doe from the Ryot after 
delivering all the plant, he wil) repay it in cash or give lands for it for 
another vear, at the pleasore of the Planter. He further covenants that 
Af he refuses to give or measure or cultivate the ground agreed, the plan- 
termay take them in any part of the Ryot's farm and caltivate them, 
charging the expesce te the Ryot; or otherwise, if he by any means de- 
fraad the Planter of the land or its crep, he shall be liable to pay an in- 
demulty to the planter of 10 Rapees per bege. He engages also to take 
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estate, and is of incalculable service in establishing the limits and rights 
of landed property. As applying to tndige Factories, it would in like 
manoer give limit and locality and identity to what at present is of a pre- 
carious, fuctnating and contingent valee, in Iedige Factories, and for 
the expence or trouble of the office, why not tax the Pacteries in pro- 
portion to their several cultivation on ryois! Not that I mean that by 
Piling these lists of ryots in the Office, they become bond slaves, or 
bound iv villeinage, to the respective factories, and obliged to caltivate 
for them as tenants on estates are obligedte pay Wents. I only mean 
that the liste of sach ryote as caltivate for particnlar Factories, being re. 
corded they shew the resqurees and consequent valae of euch Fi ’ 
i the Factory makes it the interestof these ryote to caltivate fer it, 
and these lists would precinde the injarions jaterference of competitors, 
as these ryote woald thas be cousidered bound te take their supplies 
for Indige cnitivation, as far as they chose it, from that Factory and 
pone else, at least Re new epmpetitor coald estice them away: and 
thie would be no oAjast restraint on the Reet, for if thet Factery did 
notallow him fair terms, he could coltivate any thing elee, or indeed 
a legal prevision might be meade for compelling the planter, on com- 
piaint of the ryet, te give the fair and established terme ander pain of 
the ryote being at Mberty te attach himself te some other Factory or 
even recovering the lessfrom the planter by a sammary suit. Tt woald be 
beautiful if all Factories ia the country were brought to this regalar farm. 
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the Tadige seed provided for him by the planter at 5 Repees per maund 
ta serount. whatever b> the morket price, (which varies from 3 te 16 Re.) 
and to deliver ali the see’ prodaced by the lends engaged, at the come 
price te the pleeter, which the latter must receive io account at that rete 
whatever occasion (or it, or whatever may be the market price —I annex 
-te this letter a copy of these contracts. 


Now many of the jadzes of districts have prononnesd these contracts 


exorbitant natare, giving anconscientions advantages to the planter, and 
reinens to the Ryots, as no interest ofthe moery advanced, or crop ia 
plant, conid be equal to 10 Rapees per begs —So far this ap ears plae- 
sible ae the actwal caine of the plant produced by abega is avly two or 
three Rapees, being from 20 te $0 bundies. Bat it mast be considered 
that the planter dors not negociate merely ia the bes 

or sank 20 oF 30,000 Rapses io a factory, which only cultivates from two 
to three thousends begas altogether, and that besides the parchase or 
building priee of bis factory, bie anaval entiay for these 2,000 er 3,000 
begas ie from 15, to 20,000 Rapees, It is manifest that giving him back 
merely the money he adeanred to the Ryote with ite interest, the 
valee of the crude material for which he engaged being ihe value of the 
herb or plant, conid never indemnify him fer the encrmens outlay of his 
preparatory opperations, as the propertion of Re, 90,060 anuualentlay, 
and the interest end cick of 20 or $0,000 Re. purchare price of his ° 
is to the 2 oF 3000 begas engaged, so ought the penalty per begs to be, 


be hard apon the Ryet to pay it, bat be avoids that by fulfilling the con- 
tract, aod it is the natareef penalty te be a hardship. The Ryot, of bis 
own free will, enters inte a penalty bond, in the obligation er pecalty of 
which tliere is nothing injerions to good morals or contrary te existing 
laws or religion, or impossible, and say breach of such caatrect ie surely 
panishable at least te the extent of the lose which it cerasions, and the 
paoishment of itmnet be beneficial to and censervative of good faith. 
At the same time this penalty cannot peasibly be an object ef choice or 
preference to the planter as it is caleuleted merely to indemnify er re- 
plece his oatlays, and after dedacting Coste of process to recover it, it 
never can amowat to thie. Lem sare it weald be his jaterest, and thet 
every planter wenld rejoice in it, if thie penalty were forfeited to the 
crown, instead of to himcelf and as jit is « breach of faith and geod me- 
rale which it contemplates to correct, it might be « salatary provision of 
Goverement to make the law sock, or at least, (that (he planter might 
retaig some laterest im the proseention,) that half should go te the crown 
aad half te the planter. At all events, I am certain that some 
enactment. setting this point of law ‘or opinion at rest, would be of 
impor tact nee : 

The second peint which is also involved In these contracts, is the 
Right of the Pianter te the lands, or rather te the erep apes the lands, 
which were actually engaged by bim im defined measure, according to 
which he paid monce for them.—A decision of the Sapweme Court in the 
case of Crommelin versas Ahmnty ee thie subject,— setting forth that aa 
the planter dees not receive the crop, whatever quantity it may be, in 
fali acquittence of the Ryot for the money advanced to bim on that 
land, but takes the crepat acertain valestion of bandies, which the 
Ryot may provide, if he pleases, from other places, im fulfilment of his 
engagement, orin payment of the money advanced,—has thrown « 
great deal ef confusion inte these points all ever the Coentry. But 
Buapreme Courts are not infallible, and in this case its epision mast have 
depended on the talents of the advocates explaining the opposite views 
of the case, as well ae on the degree of knowledge, mere or less 
perfect, which it could obtain of the circumstance: and rights of the 
parties ia sach contracts and of the usages of the country. Is this 
1 thick the Sepreme Court mast have been defective. 


Te the first place it bas been the weage ef the country for time imme 
merisl and probably before the first seeds of Engivh Law were sown 
among the Gothic hordes of Scythia, that the enttiveter of Indige, as well 
es sugar, rice, cotten, and malberry, sed of eli the staple crops of the 
land, shell engage and pledge o sperifie quantity or measere of 
land, fer a specific sum of money, in payment of which he shall reader 
the prodece of that land at « specific rate or in other words, at the rate 
ofthe market, which i: the established value of the Qrticle er erede ma- 
tefial.—This ie wnerrifiee law of the Couetry—the Commen law—iheo 
law of usage—and Tam save T shell demonstrate to the conviction of

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> every miad that it is not only the law of asage but the law of common 


sense and of reasen, and the law which confirms morality aod goed faith, 
and simple, sincere, ur right parpese and principle in the breast of the 
peasant. The Ryot is the hereditary beshondman of the lead; be tills 
itin the sweat of his brow, Jooking te heaven for ite fraitfalnces, Its 
crop is his reward, and im its abundanee is the premicm of his Indestry, 
What legislator would destroy thie impale?

ere often caty miles from the ently jndicial ewthority that can take reeeg~ 
pisance of such cases, and that having the business of the millions ia each 
district to attend te, cas coly be ecovstible in long end tedious rotation. 
There is consequently for so important end exteusive « branch of trade, 
gapon the faithtal and speedy (alllment of contracts, some other 
special prevision required, te sult the cironmsteness of the country. 
Ged forbid that we should ask that the planter be made judge of 
his own case, of bave power of his owe sathority, to « the 
fulliment of contracts with bim, Bat mesos may be devised for pat- 
ting a check ov the disposition to swiadiieg, end breach of agree- 
ment, so weterel te mea receiving the reward as it were of thelr 
labenr befere hand, which is io & great measare the case with the 
Ryets, whe are paid im advance for their lands by the planter, Ife 
is hamen wature to evade if possibile « leberious duty whee little more 
is to be expected from it, and bhamea natare is too prone te intentional 
swindliag, Or taking money, when preevrable on evasibie pledges, without 
ony lotention of faifiling the terms. All must allow thet this may often 
occur, ead it dees often occar and it is the dvarce of half the turbolesce 
and evil in the Plenter’s trade, 1 ceanet bat beliewe that It may be 
remedied, witheat mfringing the fair rights of aay party. Goveroment, 
sometime ago, te check the disputes arising oat of the Ryots giving 
lands claimed wy different Proprietors, to the Plevters, ordered all 
Ryots contracts shogid be registered, and that the party heldieg thet 
sanction to his claim sheald have price right iolew. It was coon fecad 
that this did not reach the evil, fer the weakest right in jastion woald 
of courte be first in precering this sanction, and both parties often re-~ 
gistered the seme spot in diferent names (in fectithers wore 20 means te 
check thie) and at all events the ryets contracts eoly mentions the quan~ 
tity of lands he is to give, vet the specific lees! bonedaries of the Aelde, 
whieh are recorded only ta the Pactery books of messeremen!, whicts 
are also signed by the Ryet. 


Bet the Registry of Ryet’s contracts may still be made « mean of 
sapporiiog ead enforcing the geod feith of the R¥ots in its performances, 
and prove « soarce of emolement te Goeverement and of mach paiiie 
good.

avoid them, Bat dispeted claims might be raised, to his whole cultiva. 
tien, which would necessarily involve bim, ehoald it be the law that es 
his preducing bie registered contract with any Ryots of the lands se dis- 
puted, the Magistrate should immediate'y attach the disputed ground, 
till its right was decided by the Civil Coart, and that the Ryots actusily 
jo possession be retained in it, poving the Revenne to the attaching ef- 
fioer, and celtivating the lands for which they gave thelr contracts then 
there would be an end to thie source of disturbance, 


Thus fer I have detailed all the cases io which it eppears tome that 
legislative provisions te remedy the evils end secore the welfare of the 
Indigo Trade are wanting and can be made to apply. 1 am only afraid 
that my views respecting the more! influence of this subject wpon the 
people, as either dopreving or improvieg them, may be considered visi. 
onary, But a minete aad intiaate exprivoce of it confirare ave in the belief 
fe the districts well calculated for Lodige, a quarter of the lend* in probe. 
bly applied for that crep, and the rest to ether parpeses. The adveeces 
of the planter, being tee er three Rapess per bega, and the rent ouly 
from 8 anoss toa rapee, pays the rent of the whole, se that the Rysts 
have their ether lance rent free to sabsiet mpon. If thelr indestry is fair- 
ly sustained, they make by these means sarprising progress towards com- 
fort, independence and wealih. Thos, a village farmed by my Go- 
mesta of Beluaberry sinee 1808, and consequentiy paying the revense te 
him, end freed from depraving competition, and from ihe pillage ef rent 
collectors and which setties with him, ence in the year, when they re- 
eoive their lndige advances, like the Tewantry at tome, often receive 
double their first advancesof the seesoe lu fasils (or curpins payment of 
¢rep) and mech mere thau the whele reat of their village altogether, 
every ceasouin the frst advances. They take sach an laterest in their 
Tadige cultivation that it has never been known to fail, their industry 
never relaxes, end requires very little euperintendanee from the factory 
servant.

the enhjrct,' bat ifaay thing contd add tothe scorn, disenst, and dis- 
dain we felt at reading this most shamefal violation of commen Decency, 
it wasthe consideration that it was avewed/y offered to public petice on a 
Bunday.” 


Here then. was a paragraph, which, ander the circamstances 
in which it was publiched os necessary to his Defence by Mr. 
Buckingham, was DieGUSTING, IRDECENT, and ABOMINABLE; 
thonch the very came paregraph, a8 comp sed nod pewned by Mr. 
Burckhardt for the parpose of injuring another, was, from the 
mere circomstanee of its being in a written instead of a printed 
paper, quite nanmiess! What is this, bat an avewal of the 
very docirine, that Decency depends nearly as much on time, 
circamatance, and place, as on the nature of the act itself? Mr, 
Barekhardi's printed Volames contain passages of mach great- 
er indecency than the one referred to: if written in English, 
they would not have been fit te put into the haeds of wives or 
daughters: bat beiog in Latin, they are considered decent and 
anexceptionable! Te short, this traism, about notions of decency 
differing every where, and decency iiself having ite very natere 
changed by circumstances, is so plain, that in order to to be sa- 
tisfled of it, the Reader bas only to ask himself whether there 
are not many things, indispensible te his health and pleasure, 
which are neither indecent nor improper under the circem- 
tances useally attendant on them, but shich would immediately 
become so, if ali restraints were thrown aside, and man redaced 
to the same estate of insensibility to time and place as the brutes 
of tho field? 


Tt is in vain of course te reason with mea whe have sot the 
reasoning facelty, or have it se perverted a to be worse than @ 
total absence of understanding: soch men we do not hope to con- 
vince; bet it may be well to shew even thembhow our words are

the commission of every crime, the other thinks so differentiy 
that he himeclf aide aad extends their cireulation thro’ his ows 
pages! Here thea we have a proof of the strongest mature, that 
act only in different ages and among different sects opinions may 
differ, but that two men living at the same time and engaged in 
the me cacet, may think as differently as possible as to the 
mischief or barmiessness of publishing particular paragraphs said 
te contain Infidelity and Iudeceney, If it be arged, in explana- 
tiem, that the’ criminal and indecent ia the Jouawat, they are 
harmless and excasable ia the Buit, beeause of the diferent 
motives or views which placed them in each, what is this bet 
granting all we contend for; ead proving beyond ei! possible 
dixpute, that “the virtue and vice as well as the piety and do-

Ll should never be fort sight of, thet the whole of this dis- 
cussion about varied standards of decency and piety prevailing 
lu different coantrios, arose entirely out of a consideration of the 
limite set be the taste of the dey to what anecdotes @ Traveller 
might publish, and whathe should confine to his Portfolio; as 
well as bow and in what manner he shewld elethe bis descriptions 
of what the reicuing taste would ad@it of being published at all, 
This was the eriginal and indeed only point on whieh a doubt 
wes cnteriained ; and on this the most chaste end serupelous 
mind might well be sceptical.

We ali know that in the days of Moses, pioty was held to 
consist among other things, in observing feasts and fasts os ap- 
peisted, in washing at certain hours. and sacrificing at others, 
When Christ lived among the people of Jedes, the Pharisees 
considered piety to consist in long prayers ia poblie places, 
giving tithe, mint, sad rar, and wearing phyiscterios aad 
broad hems to theif garments; while Jesus taught, aad prace 
tised too, & piety of & very different nature, in visiting pub. 
licens sad sinners, and going shout doing géed. Iq the 
time of the Christian crusades, piety was held to consist in 
killing as many Saracen Jabdels os possible in the Holy Land; 
aad even now, in the Mobammeden crusade, ii is deemed pious 
st Comstantiaeple to hang, strangle, and bebead Greck hostages, 
nod at Bolo to pet mea, women, and children te the ewerd in 
cold vlood. At Beaares, the piety of the Brahmias is of onc 
kied; at Alishabed the piety of Mobammedans is of ane- 
ther. At Serampere, the pices and sincere Pollowers of 
Christ pees their lives te making the Press the instrument of aff 
peasivie good. Ia Caleutia, the * Piges aud Orderly” are of

quite another description, and with Clergymen of different de- 
nominstions et their bead, oae of their chef if sot 
indeed the only one, is to make the Press the dally organ of that 
“ slander, evil report. backbiting, and anchasitableness” which 
“the precepts of the Gospel in all times aad ia all places mest 
Strietly forbid.” > b ode gf . 
Sach is the difference of the stendard of piety end de- 
cency in two places so wear each other even! what thes 
might be soppesed to be the difference between Jerusalem 
aod Lendont The trath is, that many of the deseriptions 
contained ip the early Travels in Palestine, refecriog chiefly 
te scones withessed in the Holy City, weotd, if published by 
td modern author in the present day, be considered io the 
ighest degree offensive to the reigning taste, the’ when publish- 
ed by the enrly Travellers themselves they were deemed se 
violation of propriety, An act itself may be o very abominable 
one; aodyeta description of it he quite innocent, as We sen 
every day in the pablished proceedings of the Courts of Law; 
aod ia passeges read from the Sacred Volume, which absonds 
with recorded acts of lnst, marder, violence, and abomination, pro-+ 
fessediy to order to set forth the iniquities and infirmities to 
which corrapt homaa nature is sabjcet: aad a0 reason whatever 
ean be shown why « Book of Travele should not set forth 
the abominations of the people of Jerusalem st the 
day, ia the shme plain terms as the Lospired Volume speaks of 
them ia a former age; except that the reigning taste is more 
pure and chaste in the agein which we live than it was then; 
and that in proportion as civilization advances, aad eda- 
cation becomes more general, it is necessary to clothe des- 
ped omy in more cautions and guarded language. The end 
and aim is, however, the same. The object of the inspired wri- 
ters, in detailing the revolilog enormitics of various debauched 
tod abandoned personages not necessary to be named, wan not to 
to hold them ap as objects worthy of fwitetion ; but to shew 
them in their trae colours, as objects of disgust end abborrence. 
The descriptions of profligney and dissoluteness elven in the Tra- 
vels in Palestine, were not padlished with &n exbortation to 
others to copy them; but fo shew how trae religion was 
profaned, @hat a movkery it wae to consitier the charac- 
ters ef those visiting the Moly Land on pioos pilgrimages, 
immaceala te, or even parer thea that of others, and to remove 
the dela sien thet prevailed oo this eabject. Truth was the end 
and aim, for which purpose, Sdelity of description was of 
the bighest importance: and a+ long @s the langoage of the 
Sacred Volume bo held anexeeptionable, so long mast fidelity 
aod atrint ecourney be held wirtees in any Writer on that country 
to whiok it chiefly relates. 


As to our religious opinions, we have never yet intraded 


them onthe world through the columns of a News Paper—es 


we deom the profession ef them quite uonecessary and misplaced 
in snch a chanoel. We hope and believe that our practice is more 
cooformabte te the doctrines and preeepts of Christianity than 
our Boemies are Gilling to admit. We might, like Galileo, be 
called on te renounce oer epinioar on any given point, which, 
however trae, our Aceasers might call a “dameable heresy ;”

withstanding,” so we might say, if forced to profess abandon- 
ment of the sincerest belief —" It ia true—in spite of denial,”"— 
Thacks, however, to Providence, we have here no lequisition, no 
Hely Office, eo Rack on whieb to extend ihe Victim for tertere, 
if we exeept the pages of the Bure, by which as mach torture 
is app icd as it has the power to inflict, so that we are comparitive. 
by better of than the Italian Astronomer. Hf oor acteare neither 
criminal nor dishonorable, we only ask the same teleration for the 
free and wadisturbed eajoyment of ovr opamess, ag we grant to 
Idolaters and Heathens ef the lend ia whieh we live, We are 


neither Atheist ner Eofidel—neither Persceator ner Slenderer— 
neither Coward nor Slave ;—there is pot a being on earth with 
whem we bave leagued ourselves to inflict pain om another; not 
one whom we have incessantly pereucd with rageoroas aad enre- 
leating defamation ; not ene te whom we ever declined openly 
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tvering calsetves os the author of any act of werd 
spoken to their prejedice ; sot & 
we have ever shrunk, whra 
terms ; end above all, thauks to that Providence, to which we 
owe our being bore of British parents, with Britieh
